DALLAS, Texas, January 20.—[Special. |— 
United States Marshal W. L. Cabell received 
a dispatch this morning from Grahame, in 
Young county, which tells of a desperate and 
bloody battle near that place last night, two 
and one-half miles from Grahame, on the road 
to Weatherford. ‘The facts, as near as could 
be learned, are these: 

There were in the jail at Grahame as prison- 
ers four Marlow brothers and aman named 
Pierce, and cne named Burkhart. They were 
charged with murder and other crimes. 

THE MOB APPEARS, 

before dast a ny b tried to take the 
o,.ut failed. 
Deputy Marshal Johnson and a posse; acting 
under instructions from United States Marshal 
Cabell, last night took the prisoners from jail 
and started for Weatherford, where it was 
thonght they. would be more secure. When 
about two and a half miles out, a mob came up 
apd demanded the prisoners. The guard re- 
fused to give them up, and a fight ensued. 
four of the citizens’ posse were killed at the 
first fire, two of the Mariows were killed and 
a fifth citizen was mortally wounded, The 
other two Marlow boys, as wellas Pierce and 
Burkhart escaped, but whether hurt or not, is 
known. ‘The ofticers are said to have 
foucht bravely. ‘Tie sheriffs on the Fort 
Werth and Denver and Texas and Pacific 
raiJroads wes! of Fort Worth were notified of 
the escape of the tour men, that they might 
be op the jookout for them.

THE ORIGIN OF THE TROUBLE. 

On the 17th of December. Bone Marlow. a 
brother of the four prisoners by the same 
name, murdered Sheriff Wallace, of Young 
county. Boone made his escape and his four 
brothers were arrested as accessories. Public 
feeling ren high against the Marlows, but the 
vigilance of Deputy Marshal Johnson pre- 
vented any attempt upon the jail fora while. 
Last Friday night the mob attacked the jail, 
and almost demolished it, but the guard, to- 
gether with the Marlows, fired upon them and 
repulsed them. Marshal Cabell, hearing of 
the trouble, directed Johnson to remove his 
prisoners from Grahame, whichjis thirty miles 
from Weatherford, the nearest railroad point, 
to the latter town, for safe Keeping.

A Chattanooga Criminal Who Will Be Pro-

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., danuary 20.—![Spe- 
cial.]J—Isaac Crozier, colored, was arrested 
here yesterday on a charge of attempting to 
murder Policeman Mitchell in this city two 
vears ago. Tonight Chief of Police Howard 
received a telegram from Cincinnati stating 
that Crozier was wanted in that city for mur- 
der. The prisoner is accused of having been 
a party toa murder committed several mouths 
azo. His accomplice is now in jail at Cincin- 
nati. Ina short interview today, Crozier said 
a man had been killed for refusing to pay the 
way of himself and his friend into a dance, 
which resulted in a fight, in which the mur- 
der was committed. He says the killing was 
done by the man now under arrest in Cincin- 
nati, but does not deny that he was present 
when the killing was done. If the evidence 
against him is not sufficient to bind him over 
on the charge of attempting to murder Officer 
Mitchell, he will be sent to Cincinnati. 
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TRACKED IN THE SNOW. 


A School Teacher Marders Five People—A 
Woolfulk Story. 
BrooK¥FieLp, Mo., January 20.—[Special. ]=- 


About 10:15 o’clock last night, the residence of 


Mrs. Ancil Hall,a widow living three miles 
southwest of this place, was discovered on fire 
by M&® R. N. Vorce and his hired man, Smith. 
They hurried to the scene of the fire, arousing 
the neighbors as they passed. Arriving at the 
house they discovered that a horrible murder 
had been committed. The Hall family, 
consisting of Mrs. Halli and four chiidreéen, two 
boys and two girls, agea from fourteen to two 
years, were discovered in the building, having 
been murdered. 

ihe fire had made such beadway that it was 
found impoxsible to enter the building to res- 
cue the dead bodies. After the fire had suffi- 
ciently subsided the bodies were taken out, 
ouly one of them retaining any form. - Sus- 
picion rested on one, J. A. Howell, a young 
man, 2 cousin of Mrs. Hall, who 
was teaching school about three miles 
south of the scene of the murder, and whohad 
been making his home at Mrs. Hail’s on Sat- 
urday and Sunday. Tracks were found in 
the light snow leaving the building im an 
easterly direction. Blood was found in the 
tracks made by the overshoes. After going 
east about a.quarter of a mile they led off ina 
northwestetly direction through the branch, 
then turning toward Brookfield the track was 
lost in crossing thesbridge at the west end of 
the Brookfield railroad_yards. 

Night Yard Master James Culleton remem- 
bered having seen a stranger passing through 
the yard, andthe party again took up the 
search, finding the tracks outin an unfre- 
quented part of the yard. They followed 
them until they left the railroad inclosure, and 
passed over a twelve-foot fence, thence around 
and through the city, passed the Babb hotel, 
and doubied back tothe latter place, when 
inquiry was made of the _ porter, . who 
said he had just put a _— stranger 
to bed. Afier getting a description of the 
man, who provedto be J. A. Howell, the 
party at once surrounded the hotel, and Mar- 
shat G. R. Critchtfield was sent for, who made 
the arrest. Upon being searched, two boxes of 
matches, one of them open, the other sealed, a 
pair of knuckles and a revolver with four 
empty chambers, were found on ‘his person. 
}{is clothing was wet with snow up to the 
knees. He wag immediately taken to the jail 
and iocked up. 

Fears of lynching were entertained, and upon 
the advice of the citizens, it was deemed ad- 
visable to take the man to the county jail at 
Linneans. Marshal Critchtfield started from 
here at 3 p. m. today, with a posse to protect 
Howell. 

The remains of the five victims will be buried 
tomerrow in one cottin. The prisoner has re- 
tained Messrs. Mullens, Burkley and Cran jall 
as his attorneys. On their advice, he refuses 
to nake any statement other than he is not

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THE TRAGEDY OF KHARTOUM TOLD 
iLAN EYE WITNESS, 


THE LAST HOURS OF A HISTORIC ERA. 
Gordon Cut eens By the Sword Which He 


Had Surrendered—Tie Cowardly 
Mode of African Warfare. 


Lonpox, January 20.—The mail from 
Suakim brings dispatches from General Gren- 
fell, amongst which is the latest, and this time 
the absolutely authentic account of the last 
hours of Gordon, the hero of Khartoum, whose 
lonely tomb in the center of the Soudan is now 
venerated even by the mahdists as that of a 
saint. The accoant, which has been collated 
with various documents -and reports, and offi- 
cially declared to be true, is furnished by De- 
metrio Georgio, a Greek, who recently arrived 
at Suakim from Khartoum. Georgio was 
born at Berber, and was present at the capture 
and sacking of Khartoum. Here is his story, 
as told to General Grenfell: 

THE LAST NIGHT AT KHARTOUM. 

“T was at Khartoum the night it was taken. 
The Nile had gone back, so that part of the 
city was open. General Gordon did not con- 
struct fresh trenches and ramparts, because 
he thought there were sufticient troops—-thirty 
thousand, I think. The gaps and all round 
about were held by a large force under Farig 
Pasha. That night Farig moved his «troops, 
especially the blacks, from the gaps, saying 
the soldiers were wanted on the other side. 
Gordon had perfect confidence in Farig, The 
attack took place at two points. At the largest 
gap there was noresistance. If the British 
ariny, or even a few of them, had arrived even 
an hour before the attack, the place would not 
have been taken, and Gordon’s troops would 
have fought to the last. Farig had sent word 
tothe mahdi: ‘Unless you attack tonight, all 
is lost.’ That night.all was blood and flames. 
The city had passed over from the command of 
Gordon to the mahdi. It wasa dire andglread- 
ful night. Ishali remember it to my dying 
day. Th@air echoed with horrible shrieks, 
yells, lamentations, wailing, and was filled 
with the smell of blood. I had three Greek 
friends. I hastened to reseue them. I had 
two mahdist uniforms given me by an Arab 
friend. Ove I gave our friend, putting on the 
other myself. 

THE FINAL HOUR. 

“It was nearing daybreak when I took my 
friends to my house. Some Arabs rushed in 
telling me [ought to go to the government 
house at once. I said: *Why?’ They re- 
plied: ‘All the great oificers of the mahdi 
have gone there to kill Gordon Pasha.’ The 
seragiio they call it. When they saw my 
third friend had no mahdist garment on they 
slew him. Wewere then taken into the court 
yard. Isaw Gordon Pasha smoking a cigarette 
on the balcony facing the river. We had en- 
tered at the back of the palace, entering at the 
yard where the sycamore tree is. The princi- 
pal medical otticer of the Soudan and the 
vrovinces, and Nicola Lemindita, the Greek 
consul, were with him. Five hundred devi- 
shes, who had been sent by the mahdi with 
special orders to take Gordon alive, stood at 
the foot of the staircase. I went up the stairs, 
being sent by the men below, who were voici- 
ferating ‘Gordon Pasha! Gordon Pasha!’ 
Gordon coolly left the balcony.

A COWARDLY DEED. 

“Then, as Gordon stood boldly facing the 
dervishes, several superior Mahdist Generals 
came up. ‘The dervishes allowed them to 
pass. They ascended the stairs and asked for 
the pasha. Gordon met them, saving: ‘] 
am he,’ and handed them his sword inthe 
military fashion, intimating that he knew 
they had taken the place, and consequently he 
surrendered according tothe usages of war, 
but Kassas, one of the . 
erals, snatched hold of 
sword, at the Same time, in a brutal and most 
cowardly manner, striking Gordon an unex- 
pected blow. The pasha would have fought 
desperately had he thought he would not have 
been treated in any honorable manner. He 
went reeling down the stairs. <As he rolled, 
another general speared him in the left side, 
inflicting a grievous wound. 

‘“‘Thus died Gordon. I was there a spectator 
to the ghastly crime, and got out of the way 
when he rolled to the bottom of the stairs. 
Some say Gordon was cut to pieces, but others 
relate that they embalmed his body and took 
it to the mahdi. There were some bodies cut 
up, but I am inclined to believe these were the 
bodies of the consul and the doctor.”’

A Man Imagcines Himertf a Woman--His

ONANCocK, Va., January 20.— Informatiog 
reaches here from Cradockville, a small vil. 
lage in the southern part of Accomac, of 
rather singular shooting affray that rececen 
occurred there. Andrew Ashmead, who +e 
near that place, has 'ong been laboring undet 
the hallucination that he isa woman. A mong 
the young men of the neighborhood to whom 
he has paid court is John Kellam, a youth of 
twenty, and the son of a widow who resides 
near the yillage. Young Kellam- humored 
Ashmead’s peculiar whim and led him te 
believe that his affection for him was recipre 
cal, Kellam had popped the question. Ashe 
mead had accepted him, and the day for the 
nuptiais had been set. Unmindful of the fact 
that a hoax was being played on him Ashmead 
left off all business to prepare for his marriage 
and summon his reheat 8 and neighbors to the 
feast. According to agreement Kellam es- 
corted him to a neighbor's house several nights 
ago, where they spent some time and then 
started .home. While in the midst of a deep 


pine forest they got into a dispute about the 
color of the dress which Ashmead, the pros- 
pective bride, should wea? at his approachin 
marriage to Kellam. Ashmead incited 
stoutly that he would wear nothing” 
but a bright-red dress, while Kellam with 
equal emphasis insisted on his wearing a dress 
of another eolor. The quarrel was warm, and 
Kellam, in erder to frighten Ashmead,drew a 
revolver and brandished it in the air, threaten- 
Ing to shoot Ashmead unless he would give in. 
But instead of getting alarmed Ashmead flew 
into a towering rage, and drawing his pistol, 
shot Kellam through the hand and arm, cut- 
ting off one his fingers. Kellam then shot 
Ashmead twice, one of the balis inflicting a 
tflesh-wound in the leg, the other striking him 
in the back and glancing off on a rib till it 
came out at his side, where it tore away the 
tlesh for more thawan inch. Both went home 
and crept to bed without telling what had 
happened. The next morning it was found 
that Ashmead had flooded his bed with blood, 
and Kellam’s wounded hand and arm con- 
firmed the suspicion that something wrong had 
happened. An attempt was made to hush the 
matter up, but the facts leaked out among the 
neighbors and finally came to the ears of the 
local justice of the peace, who. had both par- 
ties arrested and placed them under bonds te 
answer before the next grand jury of the 
county court.

Ashmead, who is a tailor by trade, lived for 
Some time in this town, where he_was regarde 
ed asacrank. While here he indited several 
effusive love letters to some crusty old bache- 
lors of the vicinity, who made things so hot 
for him here that he was glad to get away.

Cuicasco, January 20.—The coal miners whe 
have been in the employ of the Spring Valley 
coal company, held a mass meeting in the 
opera house at |Spring Valley, Lil., and by a 
unanimous vote decided to quit work 80 long 
as one Thomas Mulvey worked in the mines.

AN UNWARRANTED ASSAULT ON THE 
NIGROLS. 
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Bwo Shot Dead and s« veral Others Wounded 
~The White Marauders Create Conster- 
nation. 

Atrasy, Ga., January 20.— (Spe: ial.j--The 
lollowing is the true siloTy of the shooting 
which took place at Hillsdale on Friday night. 
This has been erroncously reported as occur- 
ring atthe town of Ty Ty, which is several 
thiles distant: 

At about 8 o’clock on Friday night forty of 
the gang of Brunswick and Western 
railroad bands, who are engaged jn 
laying steel rails on the road, were 
congregated underneath a shed in front of 
their shanties, sitting around a fire. Five 
were lying in their beds in the nearest shanty. 
The three shantics are clos® together near the 
gailroad. The one farthest west was occupied 
by Mr. L. Gi. Manly, boss of the iron gang. 
Wext it are the two shanties occupied by the 
megroes, Directly in front of the middle eabin 
is the shelter under which the negroes were 
sitting. Manly and Daftie, another railroad 
map, «and a farmer living at Hillsdale, 
L. S. Garter by name, were ip this house, and 
as Garter left he passed the negroes, banded one 
of them a half plug of tebacco, told himto cnt 
it up. divide it among themselves and sing him 
@ 00d old-fashioned hymn, The negroes, who 
are innocent, inoffensive looking negroes 
fresh from ‘the farms and fust started 
et. work for the railroad, crowded 
closely together upon their benches around the 
fire, and commenced in their melodious voices 
to sing their favorite hymn, “the gospel train 
am coming,’ while Air. Garter passed on, 
While in the midst of (heir song, and obiivivus 
$0 all else, there suddenly rang out sharp and 
distinct two rifle shots, followed immediately 
by a deafening report and a perfect 
hail of ritie balls. The negroes 
were panic stricken, aud fled like sheep. 
The whole scene was lit up by the 
flashes from the guns, and the air Vocal with 
the whiz of the balls. The firing apparently 
proceeded from persons ambushed behind the 
corner of Manly’s cabin, and armed with 
Winchester repeating rifles, which were dis- 
charged simultaneously. Alfred Sherman 
ran about twenty-five yards and fell dead, 
shet in the left side, the ball pene- 
trating oO his heart. Dr. Garrett 
ran about thirty yards and 
fell on liis side. He staggered up, ran a short 
distance and fell again, exclaiming that he 
was killed. He again ran to the pine woods, 
No trace of him has since been found. A few 
megroes have been scouring the woods for him 
without success. ‘The general supposition is 
that he fell dead in the branch which runs 
through the woods near there, and that the 
waters have covered him up.

A CURIOUS STORY FROM MORGAN 
COUNTY. 


A Legacy Which is Likely to Become an 
Kiephant—More Money Than the, County 
Car. Use. 

Manson, Ga., January 20.—[Special.]—in 
the grassy lawn of the courthouse square in 
this city slands a plain but attractive monu- 
ment, erected years ago in memory of Benja- 
Braswell. It stands there today, a silent 
reminder of a man whose name deserves a 
place upon the topmost round of the ladder of 


fagne. 
THE STORY OF HIS LIFE. 

Years avo this man led a quiet life 
at his home in the northern part of this county. 
Of his life but very littleis known. After 4 
lapse of seventy years we find ourselves. in to- 
tal darkness concerning the private life of this 
honorable hero. His contemporaries, each in 
turn, have passed away. Tradition itself is 
strangely silent concerning him, not presuming 
to tell us even if he was married. From this 
silence, however, we inier he made no 
figure in the world, such as small men delight 
in making that he spent his life on his farm 
in daily, useful toil; that he had no qualifica- 
tions, and still less taste for the busy mart, the 
noisy foram orthe tumuituons hustings; that 
he was the purest type of a sonthern planter, 
living under his own yine and fig tree. But, 
quiet and unobstrusive as was his worldly 
career, his life was not a mere 
negative existence: he lived for a purpose— 
yea, a grand, sublime purpose. His coimpre- 
hensive, if not cnitivated, mind was not cir- 
ecumscribed by the views of the age in which 
he lived, but ranged far into the domain of 
futurity, and directed him to the noble pur- 
pose of his life. His jieart warmed in sympa- 
thy to the unfortunate poor, and he desired to 
tninister to their relief, but yistead of erecting 
an almsbouse or hospital, he prefersed 
to bestow upon them means of an 
education, thereby enabling them to become, 
without a sense of humiliation, the architects 
of their own career aud more useful and 
influential citizens and members of society. 
Yet, so far was the man from vanity, so in- 
structive and delicate was his modesty, that 
he forbore to put in operation, until after his 
death, and after his last will and testament 
had been published to the world, this 

SCHEME, OF BENEFICENCE 
for the establishment of which he had proba- 
bly spenta life of unremitting toil. As the 
grand work and purpose Of his life is revealed 
in his will, your correspondent produces the 
following copy: 

Morgan county, state of Georgia.—In the name of 
God, Ainen, I, Benjamin Braswell, of the county and 
state aforesaid, being sick and weak in body, but of 
sound and perfect memory, and calling to mind the 
transitory things of this life, do make and ordain 
this to be my last will and testamem, revoking all 
other wills made by me or in my name, viz.; Hav- 
iug no children of my own, it is my wish to dispose 
of my property so thatit may bea beneiit to the 
unfortunate poor, etc. 

Firstly. Itis my will that my executors hereafier 
named shall dispose of my lands, household and 
furniture, with all my stock of horses, cattle and 
hogs ina way that they may thiuk best, for the pur- 
pose ok pee mc the intention of this, my iast 
will and testamic nt. 

Secondly. ltismy will that my cxecutors’ do 
dispose of the following named negroes in the man- 
ner hereafter prescribed in the will: Susannah, 
Naney, Milberry, Jack, Ephiaim, Amey, Abram, 
Solomon, Rausom, Laura, Lucy, Michaeland Ben- 
jamin. But the above negroes are to be sold on the 
following conditions, which is tosay, that each is 
to be 8)ld to such person as they may choose for a 
master, provided such person so chosen will pay at 
least one-half the value ofsaid negro, and alter the 
sale ofall my property as aforesaid, and together

THE CONDITION OF THE FUND. 

As the custodian of his bounty, he selected 
the court of ordinary. Under its supervision 
his legacy has been preserved and its income 
annually distributed in accordance witli his 
intention for more than half a century. The 
last grand jury of Morgan county—last March 
—made the following report in regard to this 
fund: ‘‘We find that the ordinary keeps an 
exceedingly neat record of all his acts, both as 
to his accounts as ordinary, and as custodian 
of the Braswell fand. We tind from his re- 
port on the Braswell fund that the amount of 
money invested by him in varions stocks and 
bonds amounts to $55,000.86. That the ad- 
vance in value of said stocks and bonds since 
investment has been such as to increase the 
market value today to $48,065.86. The ex- 
penditures “that have been made for the past 
year for the tuition, of the orphans of the 
county have been $790. The salary of ordinary 
as custodian $400—total amount paid out $1,- 
14). The income from this fund was 32,471.52 
for last year, and the yearly increase in the 
capital stock is at the rate of over 31,000 per 
year,” 

This report was made in last 
March nearly a year ago, and _ the 
fund now amounts to about $50,000, and is 
consta::tly lncreasing, 

WHAT IS'TO BE DONE WITH IT? 

What isto be done with it? This question 
has gbeen agitated in the county, as it is still 
accumulating, and all the orphans in the 
county canuot spend enough money to stop the 
inerease. The question of having schoolhouses 
built all over the county by the fund was brought 
before the courts, but was overruled as the 
will ef Benjamin Braswell stands as solid ag 
the eternal hills, and the hand of man cannot 
change it. Itis said that Dr. T, P. Gibbs, our 
senator from the twenty-eighth district, will 
present the question of having the fund ap- 
propriated to the purpose of building schools 
for orphans and furnishing them with 
necessary books, clothing, board,  ete., 
before the senate. The ordinary, 
Judge T. 3B. Baldwin, is under a 
bond of $75,000. His bond is signed by six 
securities, whose aggregate worth is one-third 
of a million dollars, safely secured. Judge H. 
W. Baldwin once delivered an address upon 
this subject, in August, 1879, to an assemblage 
of 2000 people, at a barbecue piven at Braswell 
park, the old home of Benjamin  Bras- 
well. The occasion was a big barbe- 
cue, given for purpose of reviving the 
interest of the people of this county 
in this fund, and showing to the 
world that Morgan county appreciated the 
great gift of thig good man. This fund is ene 
of the greatest advantages offered by our coun- 
ty tothe world. Let the indigent orphans of 
the state tlock here, and we will receive them 
with open arms and this fund will give them 
an education.

THE SAMOAN FIGHT.

THE GERMAN TROOPS ATTACK THE 
NATIVES. 


The Natives Submit tothe Attack Sometime 
Before Returning It—The American Flag 
Insulted—The German Troops Defeated. 


San Francisco, January 20.—The San 
Francisco Examiner prints a long letter from 
its correspondent at Apia, which ,describes 
the assault made by the Germans, and their 
repulse, and describes in detail the firing on 
the American flag, and American houses, and 
the assauit as made on the American residents. 
Speaking of the matter editorially, the Ex- 
aminer says: 

“It is easy to see why German Officials 
spread the reports of American interference. 
They had treated American citizens and the 
American flag with indignities that 
demand exemplary reparation, and 
they thought it advisable to put in

intime. Inthe devastation of the Samoan 
towns, they seemed to take especial pains to 
single out the-property of Americans for de- 
struction, and to riddle flags that, if sent to 
Washington, would be evidence of friendli- 
ness that need no commentary. While the 
United States man-of-wadr, Adams, was at 
Apia, early. in December, it ap- 
peared that an Armerican’s house was 
invaded and his country’s flag 
found therein cut to pieces by 
Tamaseses’s men from his stronghold at Muli- 
nun Point. Captain Leary, of the Adams, 
sent a categorical question to the German con- 
sulas to whether Tamaseses’s headquasters 
were under German protection or not. Fail- 
ing togeta reply within a reasonable time,

this property was damaged the German govd 
ernment would be held responsible. 

The German consul made no reply. About 
7 o'clock on the morning of the 2ist the Oiga 
went to Matasfastele, anchoring one mile frong 
there. At 9 o'clock she began throwing shells, 
The vessel sent three boat loads of sailorg 
ashore and destroyed the village by fires 
Hawwiilton’s houses were burned, 

BURNED AN AMERICAN FLAG. 

The flag was torn down and partially burned, 
Fragments were sent to Consul Blalock, whe¢ 
forwarded them to Secretary Bayard. 

The German consul afterward wrote to Con- 
sul Blalock, declaring that he had beg inv 
formed that Americans had led Mataafe’s 
forces on the night of the 18th and fired thd 
first shots. 

Consul Blalock replied that he had investi- 
gated the rumor and found it to be untrue. 

On the 21st a boat from the German man-of, 
war Olga was chasing a native boat in neutral 
waters opposite the American consulate, thd 
Germans fired a number of shots in direct 
range of the boat containing two English ofti< 
cers Who narrowly escaped being shot. phe 
commander of theOlga afterwards apologize 
to the English officers. 

Charles Brown, an American citizen wha 
Was on shore, asked them to cease shooting. 
Lhe Germans seized Brown, carried him on 
board the war ship Eber, and after handling 
him roughly released him. The Germans 
have made further assaults upon the village 
since the bombardment of Matasfastele, anc 
are evidently awaiting reinforcements.

At 7 o’clock on the morning of December 
17 the Olga left Ania and steamed up the coast 
and returned that evening with Tamasses’s 
secretary on boarc. That night the secretary 
wrote a letter to his Wife in Apia, stating that 
the Germans would attack a town named Mat- 
afasatele during the night, and would attack 
Mataafe’s men while they were sleeping. This 
town is situated two miles above Apia. 

THE PLOT REVEALED. 
he woman to!d the news to one of her rela. 
tives in Apia, who in turn sent word to Ma- 
taafe’s soldiers. 

‘The soldiers of Mataafe gathered on shore 
and asked Klein toask the Germans not to 
land, as it would be regarded asa hostile act, 
and that they would be fired upon. This was 
shouted to them when the boats were fifty 
yards from the shore. The boats then pulled 
out toward the sea and went to a village called 
Vaillele, four miles from Apia. The third 
boat kept along the coast, being still followed 
by Mataafe’s soldiers. When = opposite 
Matafestele, the boat pulled straight 
across the bay to a point on 
the other extremity. Mataafe’s chiefs, 
followed by eight or nine men ran around the 
edge of the bay to intercept the boat. When 
opposite the village of Vaillele the boat put 
rapidly forthe shore. At the same moment 
three men on horseback, carrying lanterns, 
rode out of the bush and signalled the men in 
the boat. Simultaneously a number of Ger- 
man soldiers rose from the bottom of the 
boat, where they had been concealed, and be- 
gan to wade ashore. 

THE GERMANS BEGIN THE FIGHT. 

Some of Mataafe’s men had come up inthe 
meantime, and the Germans began shooting 
atthem. ‘The natives did not return the fire. 
The Germans were soon landed and took shel- 
ter behind some rising ground. 

As soon as they gained this position they at 
once opened fire on Mataafe’s men. Within 
a minute fully 200 shots had been tired by the 
Germans and black laborers, the natives of 
other islands, who were employed on the Ger- 
man plantations. ~ 

In the meantime Mataafe’s reinforcements 
began to arrive from Matafestele, and as they 
came up a heavy volleycould be heard from 
the direction of Vailiele, and in a few mo- 
ments a chief arrived and said the Germans 
were firing on Mataafe’s men there, 
who were afraid to return the fire 
although the Germans had already 
killed achiefard his son. The chief, who 
came aS &@ messenger, asked Klein if they 
would be justified in returning the fire of the 
Germans. He declined to advisethem, and at 
the request of the chief, accompanied the lat- 
ter to Apia to obtain the opinion of the United 
States vice-consul, but the consul also refused 
to give any advico. 

GERMANS DRIVEN BACK. 

Shortly after natives came into Apia from 
Fasele and Vaillele saying that Mataafe’s men 
had driven the German sailors from the breast- 
works. They were followed by the natives 
who shot them wherever the found them. 
Lieutenant Sieger, of Olga, was shot and 
killed while trying to rally his men. Two other 
officers were also wounded. A number of 
sailors managed to make their es@ape by jump- 
ing into the boats and puiling out to sea. They 
were picked up by the Eber.’ The bodies of 
the dead German sailers were left lying on the 
ground, where they were found and taken 
away under the cover of the German ships on 
the following day. Mataafe’s soldiers retired 
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without burning or causing damage to prop- | 
erty. 
THE CONSUL PROTESTS. 

_ Blalock protested in the name of the United 
States against the plan of the German consul, 
which would place the lives and property of 
Americans in the greatest danger, and that 
their action was in direct contlict with the 
powers conferred upon the representatives of 
the three treaty nations, 

Soon after the Nipsic arrived at Latonga, 
Captain Mullan with three of the ship’s officers 
went on board the Adler’ to demand Consul 
Knapp's reason for having declared his inten- 
tion to stop the war without consulting the 
consul of the United States. The German 
consul replied discourteously to Captain Mul- 
Jan and said he would hold no communication 
with an American naval captain and would be 
responsible for his acts to his government. 
Soon after this the captain of the Adler sent 
word to Captain Mullan, who had returned to 
the Nipsic, that he intended to bombard before 
dark. 

A protest was sent to the captain of the 
Adler, and as the latter had shown no inclina- 
tion to notify Mataafe to remove the women

The New York Financial Chronicle, 
its weekly review of the cotton movement, 
says that for the week ending last Friday, 
the total receipts have reached 149,178 bales, 
against 159,119 bales last week, and 202,- 
24 bales the previous week; making the 
total receipts since the 1st of September, 
4,141,192 bales, against4,596,002 bales 
for the same period of 1887-8, showing a de- 
crease since September 1, of 254,810 
bales 

The exports for the weck reach a total of 
117,797 bales, of which 65,412 were to Great 
Britain, 15,252 to France and ; 59,153 to the 
rest of the continent. The total sales for 
forward delivery for the week are 430,000 
bales. Lor immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up this woes 3,008 bales, includ- 
ing 15 for export, 2,740 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 80,000 bales. There is a decrease in 
the cotion in sight of 220,709 bales as com- 
pared with the same date of 1888, a decrease 
of 401,775 bales as compared with the corres- 
ponding date of 1887 and a decrease of 250,- 
046 bales as compared with 1886. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 25,425 bales, and are 7,118 
bales less than at the same pertod last year. 
Liege receipts at the same towus have been 
38,512 bales more than the same week last 
vear, and since September 1 the receipts at 
all the towns are 146,534 bales less than for 
the same time in LS8S7-Ss.

Enitors Constitution: I have just read with 
interest the history ot the crack mulitary company 
of Atlanta, the Gute City Cuard, Well does the 

riter remeniber the excitement and interest man- 
fost din this favorite company soon aiter their 

yrganization, when Atlanta was a city of 10,000 

inhabitante. They had a splendid, soldierly bear- 
ing that was the admiration of all who saw them. 
lam very glad to sce there isa movement on foot 
for the pre-ervation of war relics, and that there is 
such an interest feltin getting a correct history, 
Now, in the history of the Gate City Guard it 
is stated that they were the first company 
to leave Atlanta for the war, whichis not correct. 
Lee's Volunteers were the first. Taney were organ- 
ized early in ’61, andtheir services were tendered 
to Goyernor Brown, but the goyernor did not need 
them atthe time of the teuder and were told to 
wait. But they were so anxious jo get into the fray 
that their captain boarded the special train that 
came through Atlanta bearing Mr, Davis and his 
friends to Montgomery for his inauguration, and 
secured an audience with the president by restoring 
to him his cane that was left on the train, and was 
then promised that his company should be received 
nto service immediately if he would bring it to 
Montgomery, the war department not having had 
time to arrange for the transportation of troops. 
The captain returned home with the glad tidings, 
preparations were hurricdly made and we.icft At- 
lantaonuthe 19th day of March, i861. Atlanta 
turncd out en masse, as will Le remembered | 
many old citizens, to witness their departure, 4 
many were the touching scenes that brought tears 
to the eyes of the brave and the fair as the first com- 
pany left Atlanta forthe war. After spending sev- 
eral daysin Montgomery in getting armsand equip- 
ments they were ordered toreporittoGeneral Bragg at 
Pensacola. We were staiionedand put in charge 

of the navy yard and were veterans, soto speak, for 
we had been there more than a month when the Gate 
City Guards, with Virst Georgia regiment arrived. 
Foratime we were an independent company, re- 
ceived orders and made our reports direct to General 
Bragg. Afterwards a regiment was formed by order 
of Gencral Bragg, of Georgians and Mississippians, 
of which we were a part, and called the First Con- 
federate regiment of infantry. We were commanded 
by the gallaut and brave Colonel John B. Villisiigue 
who died 
pneumonia. Lee’s Volunteers numbered about 125 
soldierly men who did fine service. G. W. Lee was 
captain, the ill-fated Jabez Rhodes first lieutenant, 
-—— Brown second lieutenant, William McConnell, 
now one of the oldest. citizens in Atlanta, third 
lieutenant, and the writer, who was a newly fledged 
disciple of Esculapius, was surgeon. ‘There are still 
a few familiar faces of Lee's Volunteers to be seen 
about Atlanta besides Captain William. McConnell. 
Dr. J. J. Knott was a member a short time until the 
governor of Georgia made a requisition for bim and 
made him surgeon of a Georgia regiment. John 
Bridwell and John Hunter I see here and others. 
Now I would not detract anything from the oldest 
and favorite company of Atlanta for I bad relatives 
and friends with them—one of my brothers was in 
the memorabie Laurel IHlill retreat with Sergeant 
Evan P. Howell in command of the squad, and 
were five days without scarcely a morse! to eat, 
which is so vividly di-ecribed in your history of the 
Gate City Guard. But let the truth be written, that 
Atlanta, who is first in everything, furnished the 
first soldiers direct to Mr. Davis for twelve months 
eervice—none were received for a longer time—and 
they were Lee’s Vo!unteers from Atlanta.

The Wild Goose. 

Eprrors ConstTitutrion: Tell something of 
ine appearance ana habits of the wild goose, w yhere 
found, ete, A. M, I, 

There are several species and yarieties in the 
goose fumily. The common domesticated bird is 

said to have descended from the wild goose, or gray 
leg, of Europe. It is of a gray color, with browi 
and gra & on the wings, and orange-colored bill, 
This species seek the high latitudes in the breeding 
season, which is the summer, returningato warmer 
parts at the approach of wintcr. THBy feed on 
grasses and plants, make their homes in swampy 
and reedy places, make their nests on the ground, 
and sieep resting on the water. . They pairand show 
great atlection for their matcs, aud much thought 
fulnessin the care oftheir young, ‘They have great 
strength of wing, and fly bigh and noiselessly, a 
fiock of thent always flying in the form of an open 
triangle, the leader at the jt cach bird keeps its 
place carefully in line. and when the male bird that 
is leading becomes weary he falls back tothe rear. 
and the next oue in the front line takes his place. 
These birds have very acute sight and hearing, and 
when encamped in swampy places for the night 
they always keep ascntinel on duty. The goose, 
because of itsawkward gait, outstretched neck, and 
gaping mouth, has become accounted as a stupid 
bird, whercas the fact is, it isa fowl of exceptional 
intelligence, The American wild goose, also called 
the Canada goose, is a very diflercnt speries, isa 
larger bird, and is found in the high latitudes of 
North America, but only accid ntally in Europe, 
Its head, neck, bill, feet and tail, are black: on itg 
back it is a gray:sh brown; on its breast a grayish 
white, and on the cheeks behind the eyes there is oh 
peculiar triangular patch of white, This bird 
migrates to the northward in the spring from March 
20 to April 30, breeds there, and returnsin the first 
half of Feptember. The times of its migrations are 
very regular, unless stopped by unusual fogs and 
storms. These birds pass along the Atlantic coast 
in large numbers, but even more numerously in the 
interior. Its flight is very high, and it has a 
peculiar cry when flying, called a ‘“‘thonk,” from its 
sound, and this cry may be often heard when the 
bird is flying so high that it cannot be seen. This 
bird is very cunningin avoiding its enemies, and 
will dive quite out of sight under the wager when 
pursued, It makesits nest on the ground among 
reeds, has a persod of incubation of twenty- -eig lt 
days, and raises but one brood in thesummer. The 
male of this bird is very pugnacious, especially in 
defense ofits nestand mate. The Canada goose is 
easily domesticated, and when crossed with the 
common domestic goose produces a breed of unusu- 
ally good qualities. The flesh and eggs of this bird 
form valued articies of food, its feathers are used 
for bedding, its quills for pens, and many other 
minor purposes, while its oil is rated highly for pur- 
poses of domest ic medic ine.

WHERE WOMEN N MAY VOTE. 

The Countries W hich Have Given Her Par- 
tial Suffrage. 

From the New York Grajpaic 

The large province of Ontario touches the 
whole northern bounds of New York and Michigan, 
part of those of Pennsylvania, Ohio, Wisconsin, and 
Minnesota, and reaches to Hudson’s bay. This great 
region, throughout which women yote (unless mar- 
ried) on like terms with their brothers for all clect- 
ive officers save two, has 102,000 square miles. It is 
more than twice the size of New York; it nearly 
equals New York and Michigan together; it eouals 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Vermont, Conneti- 
eut, Rhode Island, New York, New Jersey and 
Maryland. 

In Wyoming women vote for every office for 
which their brothers do and on the same terms. 
This great territory has 98,000 square miles, It is 
half as large aguinasali New England, nearly as 
large as New England and New York; 
about equals New York, New Jersey, and Virginia; 
is more than twice the size of Pennsylvania and 
Delaware; larger than North and South Carolina. 
than South Carolina and Florida. 

Kansas, the state where municipal women suf- 
frage exists, contains 82,(00 square miles. It is 
greater than the joint extent of New Hampshire,

Many will be 
sirprised to learn that this is—Texas! In that state 
the school officers are chosen by petitions to the 
county judge for their appointment, and, he, of 
course, appoints those whose pctitions are most 
largely signed. These petitions women, on the 
same terms with their brothers, can sign, aud thus 
practically vote without leaving home. Texas has 
265,000 square miles, andis larger than California 
and Oregon, nearly equal toallthe Atlanticjstates 
but three; to all the other staics on the gulf, 

In England, Scotland, and Wales women (unless 
married) vote for all elective officers save one (mem- 
ber of parliament) on like terms witn their brothers. 
In Ireland women vote everywhere for poor-law 
guardians; in Dundalk and other seaports for harbor 
boards, and in Belfast for all municipal officers. in 
Sweden their suffrage is about the saine as in Brit 
ain, and they vote, too, indirectly for members of 
the house of lords. In Russia women, 
households, vote for all elective officers and on ail 
local questions, In Austria-ITungary they vote (by 
proxy) at all elections, including members. of pro- 
vincial and imperial parliaments. In Italy widows 
vote for members of parliament. In Finland women 
vote for elective officers. In British Burmah women 
taxpayers yote in the rural tracts. In Mandras 
presidency (Ilindostan) they can dosoinall muni 
cipalities. In Bombay presidency they likewise 
can, In ell countries of Russian Asia they ean do 
so wherever a Russian colony setties. The Rus- 
sians are colonizing the whole of their vast Asian 
possessions, and they carry with them overy where 
the ‘‘mir,"’ or self-governing village, wherein wo- 
men, heads of households. vote.

5S. W. Postell, who has been visiting Sav- 
annah, his old home, says that Georgia’s 
senior city is moving to the front with rapid 
strides. 

‘New buildings are going up in every direc- 
tion,” said Mr. Postell, ‘‘The foundation. for 
De Sota, Savannah’s new hotel, is being laid. 
The hotel will be built on the Oglethorpe bar 
racks lot on Ball street which fronts on four 
streets, and will contain three hundred and 
fifty rcooms. The hotel will be built by astock 
company, and will cost $450,000, the entire 
amount having been already raised and paid 
in bank. 

“The new court 
€ 125,000, is also in 
construction, and will, when completed, 
be one of the handsomest public buildings in 
the state. The building will occupy a whole 
block, and will have entrances on four. streets

There is another public building 
going up which, while not in Savannah, can 
with justice be credited to that city. This is 
the new hotel at Tybee. The money has becn 
raised, and the building of the hotel is progres- 
sing finely. It will cost $250,000, and will 
contain »0O rooms. 

‘A wealthy New York syndicate has recently 
purchased a cortrolling interest in the street 

car lines, and the railroad lines running to 
suburban resorts on the salt water, and will at 
an early daycommence the construction of a 
new and handsome hotel, to cost $100,000, on 
Warsaw Island.

“The Telfair hospital is the latest enterprise 
ofa charitable character. Governor ‘Telfair 
had three daugters, one of whom to irried a 
Hodgson, and the others died without marry- 
ing. hey left fortunes, which were ice ‘d for 
the construction of monuments to their meim- 
ory. Mrs. Ilodgson willed an amount neces- 
sary to build a home for the Georgia Histori- 
cal society, one of the most attractive institn- 
tions of the city; another sister Icit the old 
Telfair reside neeandan amount suiticient to 
fit it up as £an academy of art and science, to- 
gether w ith a fund sufficient to maintain the 
institution; the other sister left a large sum of 
mouey with which tie ‘Telfair hospital was 
built and that institution is now ey ig ke pt up 
by an income from the estate. > building is 
a handsome structure of nish sed brick 
stone and marble. Its outside appearance is 
imposing. while its inside shows that money 
was lavished with the view of elegance and 
comfort. The building is furnished hand- 
somciy, and every comfort can be had free of 
cost. The management of the institution is 
entrusted to a board of ladies, of which Mrs. 
Gilmer is president,

MURDERED BY “HIS r ROTHER.

Asked hiin 
where Bone was, to which he replied that he 
left him behind. I found Bone lying down in 
the road and called him, but he did not an- 
swer.

HIRSCH. 


The Suggestions Accredited tothe Eminent 
Hirsch Concerning the Relations of He 
to Christianity Are Discussed at Leneti 
Rabbi Reich—He Thinks the Plan Pre; osterous 
and Impracticable, and Gives His Reason: For 
60 Thinking. 

Baron Hirsch’s views form the religious sen- 
sation of the day. 

Hebrews ail over the world are discussing 
the question raised by the baron. 

The’ almost unanimous verdict is against 
him. 

Rabbi Reich handled the maiter in a lecture 
delivered toa full congregation at the syna- 
gogue, on Garnett street. 

He took hig text irom the 4¢d chapter of 
Isaiah—the first two verses—and began by re- 
fering to the newspaper discussion of ‘‘a sub- 
ject that has always been a favorite theme 
with divines and Biblical students,now started 
anew by some alleged deliverances ascribed 
to an eminent Israelite in Europe, who has ex- 
pended uncountable fortunes in the ameliora- 
tion and enlightenment of his brethern in 
Kiussia and Austria.’ 

Continuing Kabbi Kreich : said:
